Uneven Justice 


The Canadian government has again turned down 
a proposal to do away with the floor of three per cent 
on deductions from income tax for medical expenses, 
claiming that the benefits would be unevenly distribu¬ 
ted and that loss of revenue would be substantial 
Consider this philosophy. Of course the benefits would 
be unevenly distributed. And with excellent precedent. 
The whole income tax system is based upon this prin¬ 
ciple—if one earns more, one pays more Aid at a 
higher rate: if one earns less, one pays less and at a 
lower rate. The same theory could quite logically be 
applied to an unwell family versus a well family (that 
is, the unwell folk would get more relief. It is late in 
the day to cite “uneven distribution of benefits” when 
the Government grants baby bonusec to families with 
children and none to childless families, and grants a 
$500 extra exemption to people over 65 but not to 
people under 65. These are, and quite properly, “un¬ 
even distribution of benefits." 

As for the statement that “the loss of revenue 
would be substantial”—which is worse, to lose this tax 
revenue and in so doing effect tremendous savings b> 
avoiding national health insurance, or to keep thi.-i 
blood money and indulge in an admittedly extremely 
costly and unwieldy obligatory insurance plan? 

Could it be, by any chance, that the bureaucrats 
are feeding the public with every possible argument, 
ridiculous or not, to kill off all suggestions designed 
to keep their ranks from swelling?

The General Motors strike, just settled, affected 
17,250 men in five plants. During the 148 days when 
the plants were idle the men lost 1,604,500 man-days 
and $26,613,753 in wage potential. The average loss 
was $1,542 per man. * 

At an average of 300 working days a year of eight 
hours each, potential employment is 2,400 hours per 
year per man. At the 25-cent per houi'4w> n in wage 
and fringe benefits, it will require more'ihan 6,000 
hours to catch up for wages lost. Thapmeans two and' 
one-half years. 

Surely there is some more sensible way of settling 
these differences than by using the strike weapon. Or 
are we not as civilized as we like to boast?

The brief devoted considerable 
attention to income tax, sales tax 
and poll tax. It discussed the pros 
and con of each tax, without ex¬ 
pressing any definite view. 

The statement suggested a new 
plan for sharing provincial revenues. 
•It would be an “acceptable step,” 
It said to agree that the province 
should continue to handle revenue 
from natural l-esources and use 
them to the best advantage of all 
citizens. 

Then it posed the question: “Can 
we agree that all other sources of 
revenue are provincial-municipal 
revenues and must be apportioned 
without strings between province 
and municipalities . . .?”

The practice of shallow tillage 
of summerfalow early in the spring 
followed by seeding ten days later, 
has given substantial yield increas¬ 
es over seeding immediately after, 
or in conjunction with, early till¬ 
age. 

D. E. Forsberg of the Scott Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Canada Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, reports that 
the practices has been especially ef¬ 
fective in the Dark Brown Soil 
Zone of Saskatchewan, in the drier 
seasons, particularly when soil 
moisture reserves were high at 
seeding time. In 1951, when most 
crops in this area suffered from 
June droughts, wheat, oats and 
barley on summer-fallow yielded 
l.fj, 12.3, and 13.2 bushels per acre 
respectively more by this procedure 
than when seeding was done in the 
usual manner. Oats responded best 
to this treatment with a Thirteen 
year average yield increase of 8.7 
bushes! per acre. 

In the relatively- dry seasons of 
1951 and 1953, the response of cer¬ 
eal grains to ammonium phosphate 
11-48-0 was considerably better 
when the fertilizer was used with 
the delayed seeding plan as com¬ 
pared to the usual method of seed¬ 
ing. Even in the years 1952 and 
1955, when there was plenty of 
moisture, 11-48-0 gave the J>est 
results with early shallow Ullage 
of summer-fallow and delayed

Prairie Farm Yield 
More Than Eastern 
Or B.C. Farms 


OTTAWA—In relation to invest¬ 
ment, the average Prairie farm 
yields greater than those in eastern 
Canada and British Columbia. 

The agriculture department said 
in its annual report for 1954-1953 
tabled in the Commons that It made 
a study of 158 specially-selected 
farms, illustration farms, exam¬ 
ining records over a five year 
period. 

The study showed that the aver¬ 
age Prairie net return for capital 
labor and management invested 
was $3,900 a farm compared with 
$2,100 in B.C. and eastern Canada. 

For each man working on the 
farm, there was an average of 400 
acres on the Prairie and 33 in the 
other regions. Capital investment 
per acre ranged from $45 on the 
IVairies to $199 in the other areas.
